Introductory Comments 


This paper is submitted in response to the Office Action dated September 
5, 2003. Applicants respectfully request a two month extension of time to 
respond under 37 CFR 1.136, extending the due date from December 5, 2003 to 
February 5, 2004. The fee for the extension of time is included in the attached 
fee sheet. 

No fee is required for the amendments to the claims presented herein 
since the total number of claims by the amendment is less than the highest 
number previously paid for, and the number of independent claims is the same 
as the highest number previously paid for.
